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ved not what he ſaid, we could not perſwade our 
ſelves, neither of his Brothers Murther, nov of 
the Mazitians inſole nietogain the Crown by ſy 
baſe an Impoſture.T am nov convinced by Dari- 
us ; and am of the Opinion, bat immediately, 
and without - we ſhould go from this 
lace to the Palace, and egxecure our deſione. 
They all agreed to:what Gobrias propo- 
ſed. But while theſe ſeven Illuſtrious Per- 
fian Lords were. conſulting, the Magician; 
Patizithes and Smerdis, were thinking how 
they might ſtrengthen their Ulſurpations, 
by obtaining the Friendſhip of Prexaſpes, 
in whom they believed great diſpoſitions 
towards it. Czmiyſes having ſhot his Son 
with an Arrow ; his excels of Cruelty 
not ſatished with that, uſed him yet more 
barbaroully, ripping him open, to ſhew his 
Skill in ſhooting through his Heart, boaſt- 
inghis nimbleneſs and dexterity. Prexaſ- 
pes onely had the certain knowledge of 
Smerats's death , having murther'd him 
with his own hands,toobey the impious and 
unnatural Cruelty of Cam5yſes, which made 
him odious toall the Perſiaxs that ſuſpeRed 
ir. They ſent for him to the Palace, pro- 
miling him Wonders, and obliging him to 
take anOath of Secrecy,not to diſcover how 
they had Ufſurpt the Perſian Monarchy. 
Prexaſpes promiſed them all they ns 
The 


The Magicians finding him {6 much inlin'd 
to their purpoſe, told him their Intention to 
aſſemble the Perſians, at the toot of the Ca- 
ſtle, and that he ſhould go with them,” and 
from the top of a Tower aflure the People, 
no other than Smerazs the Son of Cyras, was 
their prefent King. They choſe -him ra- 
ther than any other, becauſe of his Autho- 
rity, and his otten Proteſting, on ſeveral oc- 
ca(ions, he had not kilPd Smerdts, as he was 
ſuſpeCted to have done ; even this alſo he 
promiſed them, They afſembled the Per- 
ſftans, ordering he ſhould aſcend the Tower, 
to.make his Speech, as they had agreed : 
Bat he forgot, on Page, what the Magi- 
cians deſired him to ſay, and difcours'd of 
Achemenis, the firſt of the Perſian Line ; de- 
claring the Progreſs and the Particulars of 
that Iltuſtrious Family ; - and coming to Cy- 
rus, he ſhew'dthem the great things he had 
done for the Perſia» Nation. Atter this, 
he told them thetruth of all, alleadging fot | 
his Excuſe, the fear he had of Death, if he 
had open'd his lips ; but being then forced 
to ſpeak, he declared the real truth, that he 
had-murthered Smerdis, the'Son' of Cyr*s, 
by the moſt expreſs Command of Cambyſes 3 
- and that thoſe who now polleſt the Rega- 
ity, were Magicians, and Impo*ors;calling 
for Curſes on the Perſians heads; it they did 
. C 
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© -. The Impoſtor 
not bear it from them, and take Vengeance 
on their deceit. After which he threw 
himſelf down from the Tower on the Pave- 
ment. Togive him his due, he was a man 
of extraordinary. Merit, excepting his guil- 
ty Obedience to Cambyſes. 
- Theſe ſeven Lords refolved;to attack the 
Magicians immediately;after having recom- 
mended the Succeſs of their Enterprize to 
their Gods. They knew nothing that had 
arrived to Prexaſpes, till by the way, they 
heard the ſurprizing Cataſtrophe ; -and go- 
ing to a private place, 'a little-out of the 
ſtreet, diſcourſed what was to be done, fince 
this laſt Conjuncture : Thoſe whohad'been 
of the {aine Opinzon with Oteres, perſiſted 
in their. firſt Sentiments to/ defer the buſli- 
neſs, becauſe of this Accident ; Bur they 
who, agreed with. Deriss, perſevered that 
there was-tio time to'be loſt ; but'imme1i- 
ately to advance tothe Palace, and finiſh 
their Reſolutionsin ſo juſt a deſigne, While 
they were in this Debate, they obſerved 
ſeven Faulcons purſuing two Vultures : 
This they took for a good Augury of the hap- 
py Faoconon of their Enterprize, and went 
boldly to the Palace. 'Whea they came to 
the outward Gare,it happened,as Darias had | 
toreſcen ; The Guards having ſo mueh re- 
ſpect for the great Lords of the Empire, fuL- 
peed 
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Red noAdciident from thoſe who IS 
1a ſo much Pomp and Majeſiy ;-not ſo much” 
as asking, If they were ſent for? or, What 
they deſired? W hen they entred the Court 
of the Palace, they met ſeveral Eunuches 
that went on Meſſages,and introducedthoſe 
who had any affairs in the Court : Theſe 
demanded the occafion of their coming, 
chiding the Porters, and threatning a ſevere 
Puniſhment for ſuffering any to paſs ; 'and 
at the ſame time, putting themlelves in a 
poſture, to hinder their advancing further. 
Whereupon theſe Uluſtrious Confederates 
gaveeach other the Signal, and drawing 
their Swords from ans their Velts, ſoon - 
laid the Eunuchs on the Ground, running 
with all the haſt imaginable to the Maprcs. 
ans Apartment; where they found them 
together, conſulting on the laſt Accident of 
has) ay W heft hearing the Crys of the 
Eunuchs, and perceiving what was done, 


they made a Vertue of Neceſlity, and ſtood 
upon their Defence; one ſeizing a Bow, 
and the othera Lance : The firſt was uſelefs 
again(t men that were ſo near, and aimed at 
their heads ; the other defended himſelf 
valiantly with the Lance, or rather a Hal- 
beard, with which he wounded 4/pathyres 
inthe Thigh, and ftruck out one of Inte 
Phernes his Eyes ; but none of theſe ſeven 
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Lords were kilPd. He that could not uſe 
the Bow, fled into a Chamber, where helay 
endeavouring to barricade the Door ; but 
Darius and Gobrias, entering at the ſame 
time with him, prevented his Inrentions. 
The Room was dark, and the Windows 
ſhut ; this pretended King atteCting ob-- 
ſcure places. Gobrias cloſed with him, and 
Darius tear'd to run his Sword into the Ma- 
gician, leit he ſhould Kill his Friend by mi- 
ſtake ; but Gebr:as calling to him, chid him 
for his delay, chuſing rather to be killd him- 
{clt, than {ave the Impoſtor. Darius either 
by is Voice, or his own good Fortune, took 
his meaſures ſo well, that he onely woun- 
ded the Magician, with that ſtroak laying 
him on the Ra. 

Five of theſe Lords, Deliverers of their 
Country, went out with the Heads of the 
Magicians, ogg Aſpathynes and Intapher- 
nes wounded 1n the Palace, to ſecure that, 
whilſt they ſhew'd the Pcople what they 
had done, telling the reaſon of their Exploit, 
and killing all the Magicians they met. The 
Perfiens were Raviſht for Joy of this Hero- 
ick Action, being inraged at the ſame time 
againſt all they. thought Magicians, they de- 
ſtroy?d many ; and had nor the Night hin- 
 dered them, nane would haveeſcapt. At 
terwards they kept that day a Feſtiyal, _

led Magophonis, 'or The Deſtruition of Ma- 
gicians ; which Day none of them durſt 
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appear in publick, but ſhut themſelves up 


in their Houſes. 


This Hiſtory is taken out of Herodotus, 
one of the ancientelt Hiſtorians, whoſe 
Works have been preſerved and tranfmant- 
ted to our Times; and who flouriſhed a- 
bout the Year ot the World 3573. This 1s 10 
his Third Book, Entituled 17 halia. *Tis 
2213 years lince it happened, counting to 
this preſent year 1682, and 5655 years 
{ince the Creation of the Woiid, accor- 
ding to the Chronology of Conradus Fun- 
fins ;- For almolt all Chronotogitts vary 
about the number of Years, counting either 
ſome few more or leſs. And this was 1n 
the year of the World 2442. that this Im- 
_ , the Magician, thus ſhewed him- 
clt. 

[ might have begun my Hiſtory long be- 
fore, and have ſpoken of the famous Sem7- 
ramis, Wite of Ninzs, the Son of Belus, the 
tecond King of the Aſſyrians, or Caldeans. 
Some there are that confound him with lus 
Father Belus , ſince this crafty Queen had 
the ſubtilry to diſguife her Sex, and uſurp 
the Throne of her Son Nyr1as ; fo that fhe 
miz ht paſs for an Impoſtor, _—_,

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þecauſe ſhe had beenthe Wife of a mighty 
Monarch, and that ſhe made her ſclt as ta- 
mous, as any other of the Kings of Aſſyria, 
by her Victories .in Afia, . Media, Perſu, 
Megypt,Lybia, Ethiop:a,and the Inazes,during 
her long Reign of Forty two years ; which 
____ inthe year of the World 1959. and 
alſo by the memorable Building ot Brick 
which encompaſled the City of Babylor of 
480 Stadis or Furlongs : And that I have 
not undertaken to ſpeak of any but Infamous 
Imp:ftors, who being deſcended from Baſe 
and Contemptible, Parentage, haye aſpired 
to the Dignity of Princes and Soveraigns, 
to make themſelves the Poſſeſſors of their 
Eſtates; aad which Impoſture of theirs, 
hasbeen puniſhed with ſome Ignominious 
Death. 

Nor will I leſs rank, among theſe Noto- 
rious Impoſtors, the Patriarch Jacob, Father 
of the Twelve Tribes of 1/7a&/, the Perſon 
in whom were depoſited the great Bleſſing 
which God had promiſed to his choſen Peo- 
ple; though he feigned to be Efas, cover- 
mg his Hands and Neck with the Skin of a 
Kid; anJ although he had told more than 
pne Untruth, That he came from Hunting, 
where he had kilPd Veniſon, and that he was 
his Brother Eſau :. For in the bottom, Rhe- 
vecce his Mother, who had put him upon 
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praiſing this deceit, did not fin in the 
main ; and, by conſequence, he was nd 
Impoſtor. - An eminent ACtion, - when it is 
Juit and Honourable, ought not to be con- 
demned,for one that is ſmall and imperteQ.. 
So the Body ought not to be rejected, be- 
cauſe one Member is out of order. The 
romiſe of God mult have been accompli- 
ed, That the Elder Brother muſt ſerve the 
Younger. Ip BE. 
Herodotus gives an Account immediate- 
ly after this Hiſtory, of the Conſultation 
what Government {hould be eſtabliſh'd in 
Perſia ; Otanes {poke 1n tavour of Demo- 
cracy, tor the People ; Megabyſus for Oli- 
garchy, or the Nobles ; and Darizs for Mo- 
narchy, whoſe Opinion prevJild ; as alſo 
his Fortune : for the Choice tell on him. 
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| H E--Emperour Nero, that Monſter 

of Cruelty, the Horrour and Aver- 
fion of Mankind , believing himſe]: con- 
demn'd,by the Senate, toa Cruel and Igno- 
minious Death, though not proportiqnable 
to his Crimes, found one of his Frcs Men, 
Gall'd Epaphroartus; to encourage and afiiit 
him to chuſe one more milde ; which he 
eave himfelt 1n the Thirtieth Year of his 
Age , and of the World 4033; of our 
Lord the Seventy firſt. 

About two Years after, when 0Ctho bore 
the Name of Emperonr, an Impoitor ap- 
peared in the Eaſt, who hai! Infolence and 
Ambition enough,to perſwac the Pcople, 
he had a Title to the Impciial Crown ; 
which he ſaid, was torn from him by the 
unutt and villanous Attempts of the Senate. 
Cornelius T acitus gives us this Relation in 
the Second Book of his Hiſtory ; whom 1 
wul en..eavour to follow. | W hea 


When Ortho govern'd Rome, both Greece 
and Aſia wete alarm'd with the Apprehen- 
fons of Nero's being alive ; many and dit- 
ferent were the Stories of his death ; ſome 
reporting, others believing he was yet 1- 


VIOg. 
X Slave who came from Poztus in Aſea, 
or ( as others ſay) an Italian Free-Man, 
who could ſing , and play on the Harp; 
which, with the Reſemblance of his Face, 
did not a little ſerve to perſwade the World 
he was the true Nero. He pgathered many 
Fugitives, and Vagabonds, that knew not 
where to go, o'recome with Want and Po- 
verty, to whom he made mighty Promiſes. 
Taking ſhipping with them, he was driven 
by a Storm on the Ile of Cynthus, or Delos ; 
where the Mountain Cyz:hus was conſecra- 
ted to Apollo, or to Dizna, There he got 
more Souldiers, who were coming, from 
the Eaſt ; deſtroying thoſe who retufed his 
Service. He plundered all the Merchants 
in the Iſland, giving Arms to the moſt vi- 
porous Slaves he could find. But he try*d 
all poſſible means, to gain Siſenna, a 
Centurian in the Syria» Army, and ſent 
part of that Army to Rome, to make a Trea- 
ty of Union with the Pretoria Cohorts, or 
Regunent of the Guards ; carrying with 
ha ; them, 


>, 
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them, for the Symbole of that Unity they 
deſired, the Figure of nigh Hands joyn'd 
together. This Captain he try*d ſo many 
ways tomake of his Party , as obliged him 
ro iteal privately out of the Ifland, for a- 
va:ding the Violence and Danger that 
threatned him. Theſe Proceedings car. 
ned the Terrour and Fear of the ſuppoſed 
Nerovery far; many unquiet Minds taking 
this occaſion of diſturbance ; ſome through 


the deſire of Novelty, others in diſlike of 


the preſent Government , diſperſing the 
News of Nero's Return. 

The Emperour Galba had given the Go- 
vernment of Galatia and Pamphzlia, to Cal- 
parzius Aſprenas, and two Gallies were 
ordered to conduct him. Theſe caſting 
Anchornear this land, the Impoſtor much 
defiredto be Maſter of ; which, not being 
able to effect openly, he try*d toaccompliſh 
by Art; and putting himſelf into a ſmall 
Veflel, not knowing any thing of a Roman 
Governour , delired he might come on 
Board and tranſport himſelf into Syria Or 
Exypr. Standing on the Prow of his Ship, 
looking fad anddi{conſolate, he admoniſhed 
the Soutdiers tothink df the Oath of Fide-

They-informed-4ſprenes of what had paſt, 
rs poorer rm Veſſel the Impoſtor 
was in, not to be of any great Force, imme- 
diately commanded to attack her; but he 
took, her not without a ſmart diſpute, the 
falſe Nero Valiantly Hennng till he dyed. 
His Body, remarkable for his fine Hair, and 
great Eyes, bait above all; fot the' Fierce- 
neſs of his' Cquntenance, - was carried to 
Aſia and Rome, where it lay expogd ta e- 
very dnes Admiration, and to conſider his 
LaltGhce, that durſt attempt to uſurp the 
greateſt Emprire of the World. |

Drian having ſucceeded Trajan the 
Emperour, in the 4o8oth Year ofthe 
World , and of offs Chriſt, the 118th, 
found the ſame Diſpoſitions of Revolting in 
the minds of the Jews, that his Predeceifors 
had done. So he recall'd Jul. Severus from 
Britain, who was reputed one of the Wileſt, 
and moſt Valiant Captains of his time, in 
the Roman Empire ; and him the Emperor 
ſent into Syria, to quell the Mutineers : But 
hefound them ſo well on their Guards, and 
ſo ſtrongly fortified, as made him avoid co- 
ming to a Battle, or hazarding his Troops 
unequally , againſt ſuch deſperate ko 
bonds.

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- bonds. - Therefore ſpent time, and prolong- 
ed the War; which gave the Jews oppor- 
tunity to augment their Strength. x 

The better to.increaſe their Army, and 
heighten their Courage, they took Religion 
for a pretence ; the Head of the Seditious 
calling himſelfthe Miah ; and to make the 
nearer Alluſion to the Prophecy in the 24th 
of Numbers, where the great Legiſlator 
( Moſes) ſays, A Star ſhall come out of Ja- 
cob, he:took the Name of Berchochab, Sor 
of the Star,or (as ome will) Barcochab ;- but 
tis all one : for Bex and Bar both ſignifie a 
Sox. This Impoſtor pollelt, tor ſix > 
gether, fifty Caſtles, beſides four hundred 
and eighty Towns and Villages. He forti- 
fied ſo ſtrongly the Caſtle of Berhoron, fci- 
tuated by the Tribes of Benjamin, and E- 
phraim; which Caſtle Solomon chole to make 
a ſtrong Fortreſs, that it held a Siege of 
three years and a half. The Emperour 
Adrian coming in perſon againlt it; *tis 
hardly to be believed what Reſiſtance the 
Belieged made, how many Sallies, and 
what Blood was ſpilt : We find written,that 

three hundred thouſand Jews were (lain, 
beſides vaſt numbers who periſht by Plague, 
and Hunger ; *Tis faid to the number of 


500000 Men, if we may bel:eve Carion's 
Chronicle. Bencochab was killd in a Sal 


ley, 
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ley, after whoſe Death Berhoron was taken, 
Ti. Jews, inſtead of Bencochab , call him 
Benſcosba, or the Son of Deceit, having talſly 
call'd himſelf rhe Mefiah. The Emperour 
writ excellent Letters on this occaſion, of 
his Victory, as 'equal with the greateſt had 
ever been obtained, fince it gave Peace to 
all the Eaſt. This Impoſtor had ſuch an 
inveterate hatred to the Chriſtians, that all 
thoſe who fell under his power, he put to 
cruel Deaths. 


The Emperour Adria», havin razed 


the City of es reſalved torebuild it, 
calling 1t Elia Adriana ; he forbad entrance 


into it, or habitation there, to the Jews ; 


but allowed both to the Chriſtians. 


Thus ended this Impoſtor, who did juſt 
contrary to the true Metab, whoſe Name 
he uſurpt, viz. Led the people 4nto Servitud: 
and Miſery. 
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THE 
Counterfeit MOSES. 


N the time of T heodofius the Emperour, 
who Reigned from the year 412, until 
454, a wicked Jewiſh Impoſtor appeared in 
Candia, calling himſelf Moſes ; promiſing 
the Fews, who were in great numbers in 
that Infulary Kingdom, he would lead them 
through the Sea on foot, without the help 
of Ships, into their old Country Fudea, as 
he had formerly done their Fathers, 1n the 
time of Pharaoh King of Aigypr, and by the 
{ame means, deliver them from Servitude ; 
that he had already done it,inthe year of the 
World 2454, being 2050 years before this 
Counterfeit appeared; the preſent Story 
happening in the 442oth year of the 
World. 

He further perſwaded them, he was the 
fame Prophet Moſes, whom God had ſent 
from Heaven, to be their Guide. He went 
about the Jſland for a year together, incul- 
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cating theſe Perſwaſions into the People, 
and aſſign'd them a certain Day to begin 
their Tourney. He pretended to prophecy, 
and cathered Motiey on all hands ; and at 
the day appointed, ted Multirades of Peo- 
ple tothe Sea-{ide ; where commanding ſe- 
veral to leapin, their Folly and Blindneſs 

{@ great, to obey him ; many of them 

7 ſwallowed by the Waters: and if 
ſome Fiſher-men had not been near, and 
charitably ſaved ſeveral with their Barques, 
calling' to thoſe on the Shore, not to ven- 
ture, they had many-of rhem periſht, who 
by their means wereſaved. The Impoſtor 
eſcapt, and Ifind not: what became of him; 
bur his Villany opened the Eyes of many of 
thoſe pgor. People, who embraced:the Chri-

He cauſed a Throne to be built in the moſt 
publick place, hung with Cloath of Gold, 
on which he fate, as in his Court of Juſtice. 
He created twelve Judges, to whom he 
gave” ſo many Imaginary Kingdoms, He 
married ſeveral Women, who were dreſt 
like ſo many Queens. He ſent twenty 
eight Diſciples, Teachers of his Law, about 
the World, who were all executed and put 
to death, but one, who cunningly made his 
Eſcape. Bernard Kpipperdoling, who be- 
fore was firſt Conſul, or Mieeiute of the 
City, would needs be the Executioner.; He 
commutted many Cruelties, and Extrava- 
gancies, and the King as many 1n his turn, 
beheading People himſelf, not ſparing one 
of his Wives, who was grieved to ſee the 
Miſeries, the poor People endured by the 
extremity of Famine, the City being be- 
ſicged by Francis Count of Waldeck, their 
Biſhop, aſſiſted by the Circles of the Em- 
pire. -

This pretended Father dying 
in the year 564. Cherebert, or Childeberr, 
King of Paris, his elder Brether, took a 
Kindneſs to him, and'was careful'of him 
for ſome time : Bur Cherebert was an E te- 
minate Prince, abandoning himſelf to De- 
bauchery and Women , which extreamly 
altered his Health ; fo that Gondoatd's Hap- 
pineſs had but a'ſhort date : For after the 
Death of this generous Brother of Clo azre, 
which was in the year 565. Sigeber?, ano- 
ther of his Brothers, King of Auſtraffz, the 
Country which is now called Lorrarn, fent 
for him to his Court, without ſaying, how 
he intended to treat him, nan. hirg 
on. D 4 cog? 
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alcogetber in uncertainty ; which he ne- 
vertheleſs conſtrued to his own advantage. 
And this unhappy man no ſooner arrived 
at the Court, but he ſhaved him a ſecond 
time.,: and put him into a Monaſtery at 
Collein : So that finding himſelf thus tot 
about, he made an Eſcape, and fled into 
Ttaly ; where Narſes, that famous Eunuch, 
General of the Emperour J«ſtinian's Army, 
with admirable ſucceſs, made War againſt 
the Gorhs, This was no ſmall advantage 
to Gondoald, to make a Friendſhip with one 
of the moſt Valiant and moſt Iliuſtrious 


Captains mentioned in Hiſtory. Tora, 


that Generous and Magnanimous King of 
the Oftrogoths, whom Belltſariue, the inde- 
fatigable General for the ſame Juſtiniar , 
could not entirely overcome, lolt both his 
Diadem and his Life, by the Condutt of 
thisLittle Old Man of three Cubitrs ſtature, 
who wanted one of the moſt Eſſential 


Parts of a Man.” '* 

I will onely uſe the words of Paulus Fo- 
vixe, in his Elogies of Illeſtrious men, ſpeak. 
ing of -him ; Narſes, ſays he, d-ſcrves an 
; 120g extraordinary , and above all o- 
ther men ; who being born a Slave in Perſia, 
and bred is the Seraglio or Apartment of the 
Empreſſes Women, being but half a Man, de- 
preived of that Part which both Sexes moſt v4 
4 | $i Er 
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lie, became the po Treaſurer, and was the 
only accompliſht General, not only for all-Mzti- -- 
tary Vertue, but likewiſe for his good Fortune, 
whoever ſuffered ſo great a Deprivation. E 
tanta erepte virilitatis calamitate wnicus prope 
cum Virtute, tum fortuna Imperator extiterit. 
It had been incomparably a greater Ad- 
vantape, if Goxdoald could have been with 
this Captain, in the heighth of his Favour : 
for at that time, viz. 1n the year 566. Ju- 
ſtin the Second ſucceeded his Maternal 
Grandtather, the Emperour Fuſtinian, who 
extreamly loved NVarſes, tor his Merit, and 
the good Service he had: done him ; having 
Extirpated two powerful Kings of the _ 
goths , 1 otila and Teias, and defeated an 
Army of Seventy two thouſand French- 
men, commanded by one Bucelin, General 
for T heodobert, King of Mers. Gornandes, 
Archbiſhop of Ravenna, and born a Gorh, 
is miſtakenin his Hiſtory, when he reckons 
Two hundred thouſand men kilPd, and at- 
tributes the ViQtory to Bell;ſarime. 
Sometime after Gondoald's Arrival, the 
Empreſs Sophia, perſwaded by the Enemies 
of Narſes's Glory, recalled him into 1:aly, 
and allo treate:; hom with great Scorn and 
Contempt ; ſaying, He was fitter to diſtri- 
bute Wooll to her Women, and to the Maids of 
ber Seraglio to ſpin, than to command an 
Furs 5 | Army, 
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Army. Which Exprefions he ſo much 
reſented, thathe called A4/born his Friend, 
King of the Lombards, out of Hungary, to 
come.into Ztaly ; who made {uch a Progreſs 
there, that this, moſt wiſe Empreſs was 
got able to put a ſtop to. Gonddald hoped 
conſiderable Aſaftance from Albein, with 
which he deſigned co take from his Bro- 
thers, Sigebert, Chilperic, and Gontran, who 
bore the Titles of Kingsof Mets, Paris, and 
Orleans ( the Cities where they lived, and 
kept their Courts) a more conſiderable 
Kingdom, than either of them poſſeſt. 
Nas-ſes being naturally Merciful, and Reli- 
gious, was perſwaded by the Entreaty of 
Pope John the Third, who came to meet 
him. at Naples, how pernicious the conſe- 
quence mult bc, of A4/bo:'s coming into I- 
zaly, and conjure him to-countermand and 
hiader it all he could. When the Popeand 
he were returned to Rome, and confiderins 
how they might remedy this Misfortune, 
Narſes died ; whoſe body was carried toCon- 
faxtinople, and there magaticently buried. 

Gonaoald, after this Accident, croffed the 
Sea, and made his Court to the Emperour 
Juſtin, and the Empreſs Sophia his Wife, 
an Ambitiousand Airy Princeſs : His good 
Meen and: Intriguing Humour made him 
extreamly conſidered in that Court, Ye- 
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nerationem fihi of Majeſtatens conciligrunt ; 
fays Paulus £milins, He remained at Coy- 
ftantinaple all the time of Juſtin the Second, 
a pufilagimous Prince, who ſuffered his 
Wite to govern the Empire, contrary to his 


During the Reign of Tiberizs , which 
was ſeven years, he made ſeveral Cam- 
paigns 1n the Wars of Perſia, under Mays 
ritizs, who was after choſen Emperour, and 
Succeſſor to T iberizs ; for Gondeald dared 
not to. venture himſelf in the Court of 
Frarce, where he had been fo ill treated, 
having many ſad Examples of his Relati- 
ons Cruelty, even to their awn Blood. 
Clotaire, his Fathsr, without Pity or Mer- 
Cy, burnt Cramnys or Graxus, his own Sony 
with his Wife, and Chil-xen,. in a Houſe 
where they Fled for Refuge : He gvyercume, 
& kilPd in Battle. Sexabut, Duke of Britazy : 
He Burnt Conobald, Duke of Guienne, in the 
Chappel of S. Martiz, where he ran for ſatc- 
ty ; becauſe he had aſſiſted Grazws, in his 
Revolt ; to whom he Marriedhis Daughter. 
This Clotairealſo was Guilty of that abo- 
minable parricide, of dipping his hands in the 
Innocent Blood of his two young Nephews, 
Theobald and- Gontter, Sons of Cladomir, his 
Brother, King of Orleans. Gondoald, conli- 
dering he had little Reaſon to expeCt a bet- 
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ter Treatment from his Fathers Brothers, 
Sigebert and Chilperic, choſe rather to Live 
quietly in Juſftir's Court : But when he 
was Informed how matters went in France; 
he reſolved to haſten thither, encouraged 
by the Empreſs Conftantina, aud the Empe- 
rour Maaritius, Son-in-Law to Trberins ; 
who promis'd him their Aſſiſtance. His 
two Siſters-in-Law, Brunechilde,the Daugh- 
ter of Athanagilde, King of the Wiſigoths 
in Spain, Married to his Brother Sigebert, 
and Fredegonde, Woman of the Bed-cham- 
ber to the Queen Galſond, Wite to Chil- 
peric, his other Brother, King of Paris, who 
firſt became Miſtreſs, and then Wife to 
that King. Theſe two Women diſturbed 
all fraxce ; Their Husbands having been 
Traitorouſly Murthered, which was the 
occaſion of his Return, after having becn 
Twenty Years in the Eaſt. He Landed at 
Marſeilles, with a” ſplendid Equipage ; 
where Theodore, Biſhop of that Dioceſs, 
received him with much Honour, it being 
reported he brought Vaſt Riches along 
with him, and was able to give great Re- 
wards, having made the beſt Advantage 
of his Happineſs in the Eaſtern Court ; 
beſides the finding a mighty Treaſure, hid 
by Narſes the Eunuch. His Royal Quali- 
ties, and Majeftick Perſon, were admired ; 
The 
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The Fame of his A&tions having gain'd:him 
the Reputation ofa good Captain, & Schol- _ 
ler, to the Incomparable General NVarſes. 
Didier, who abſolutely Commanded the- 
| Countrys adjacent, to T holouſe; Mummel, 
much talkt of for his Service in.the Wars 
againſt the Greeks and Lombards, and 
thought one ofthe beſt Souldiers in his 
time, (beſides many Lords both Yiſegoths, 
i and Romans, who kept the Frontiers of 
Spain) declared for him. Thus having ac- 
quir'd-{uch powerful Friends, and reduced 
to his Obedience, - a great part of the Peo- 
ple, and Cities of Guerre, the Peregorains, 
and Bowrdelois, thoſe of Tholouſe and Anjon, 
followed his Fortune. Wy 
Childebert, King of Mets, the Nephew of 
Gondoald, was then angry with his Uncle 
Gontran, King of Orleans, for refuſing to de- 
liver. into his hands, his Mother-in-Law, 
Queen, Fredegonde, the Murthereſs of King 
Sigebert his Father ; which reaſon perſwad- 
ed him to declare for Gondoald, ſending hum 
Ambaſſadors, and ſtiling him Kyre, to give 
him the more Majeſty,for the obtaining the 
Hearts of the French; adviſing him to take 
the Name of Cloraire, his Father. The oc- 
calion of Goxtrans refuling to deliver to 
him the Queen Fredegonde, was, that young 
King Claire the Second, her Son, was _ 
Er 
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der his Tutelage ; andhe thooghe it below 
a Generous: Prince, to give up'the Mother 
ofhimi, whom he intended'to make his Suc- 
ceflor. Gontran was a Prince extreamly 
Good, Pious,. and Charitable; I: can find 
no other Reaſon, why he' preferr®d Clotaire 
liis Nephew,who was batFogr Months Old, 
when his Father Chilperic, was Aſſaſſinated, 


by the Infidelity of Fredegorde' his' Wie ; 
Gondoald, having before 1o/muck cauſe to 
doubt whether Clotaire' were Lawfully be. 
got or no, his Mother'being of a'very {can- 
dalous Life, in her Husbands' time, aban- 
doning her ſelf to the Maire or Stewirdsof 
the Pallace, Loxdry de 1s Toar. Unleſs he 
thought the Deciſion of the Laws ſufficient, 
that F:lins eff quem nuptie: demionſty an; That 
Chuld is Legitimate who is Born of #- Wo- 
man who' hath a Husband. He hoped to 
give good Impreſſions to the'young Prince, 
ing like ſoft Wax, capable of any he 
make. But Gondoald's Hutmotir he 
extreamlyrapprehended,. for his fierceneſs, 
and reſentment of the uſage he-received' in 
his younger Days. That Divine” Quality, 
lo Admirable in a Prince, to forpet Injuries 
received, when *tis in his Power to Revenge 
them, never having been exerciſed by' Clo- 
rarre his Father, who always prefer”d his 
own private Refentments.

T will not ſtop to relate the Encomi- 
ws, which Gregory of Tours, and Fredega- 
rias, in their Chronicles give this King Gon- 
traz ; only ſay, it was the greateſt misfor- 
tune, or If you pleaſe, an effet of Gods 
Judgment, to want his proteCtion, and be 
rejected by him. Though Gondoz/d did all 
he could to obtain his Favour ; He choſe 
two Prieſts of Cahors (as Guaguin Relates) 
- ofthe moſt Pious he could find, hoping for 
that quality they would be well received, 
by his Brother King Goztran, he gave them 
tus Letters,written on Tablets cover*d with 
Wax, and DireCted to the chief Men of 
Frence.

Argonautes, while they were Belieging the 
City 4gr4, in Dalmatia, which the Hung «- 
rians poſſeſt, and they undertook in lieu of ' 
theit expences-at Venice, before their De- 
 parture; 1/aac Angelo, of the Houle of Com- 
nenes, Emperor of Conſtantinople, was the 
Father of this Prince Alexis, and Father-ins 
Law to Philip, Emperor of Germany, by his 
Daughter Irene. He was depoſed from his 
Empire, deprived of his Sight & Liberty, by 
his only, (though unnatural, and; ungrate- 
ful) Brother Alex; .to whom he had al- 
ways ſhewn the Marks of a riote than Bro- 
therly kindneſs. After the taking of. Zara, 
reſtor'd through the Yalour ofthe Confede- 
rates, tothe Obedience of St. Mar#s Lyon ; 
the Generous, Warriors embarkt on- 259 
'Ships, 'in' which were 20000  Foor, and 
8500 Horſe, Henry Danduli, the Doge of 
Duke of Yenice, though almoſt blinded by 
_ thecruelty of the Gres:an Emperor Emany- 
el Commences, who cauſed a burning Plate 
of Copper to be held'to his Eyes, went ig 
the Head 'of many Noble Yererians, per- 
ſwaded by the ſame Zeal, which made them 
Equip a Fleet for this Expedition.

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' They drovetthe Uſyrper Alex: from Cox- 
Peaentinople,taking the old Emperor 1/aac out 
ofPriſon,and Eſtabliſhing him with his Son, 
the young Alexs in the 'Throne. But the old 
Prince died in a few Days, not being able tg 
ſuffer ſo great a change of Life and Fortune, 
without a mortal Alteration of his Body, 


thro? exceſs of Joy, for ſo unexpeQted a Fe-. 
licity. A Villain called alſo Alexis Ducas,lir- ' 


named Myrz»phle,from his large ſpread eye- 
brows, ſuddenly feiz'd the Perſon of young 
"Alexis ; and, 2 hi having twice made him 
Twallow Poyſon without effec, ſeraingled 
him with his own hands ; reporting he had 
deſtroy*d himſelf ; when. he had Reign'd 
Six Months, and Eight Days. The Frexch 
and Venetian Army, by Land and Sea,.con- 
tinued .in the Neighbourhood, gxpening 
the elfe& of young Alexis Promiſes ;. which 
he not being able to perforrg in the. time a- 


greed oy og earneſtly efdeavouring to- 


raiſe the Money, fell into the hatred of the 
People, and wasthus deprived of his Dia- 
dem and Life. So bloody a Regicide, de- 
ſerved the Chaſtiſement our W arriours in- 
tended him ; who, drawing their Army 
down, Beſieged Conſtantinople for 7 2 Days. 
Geofry de Vilhardouin, writ the Story of 
this Siege, and the particular Aftions of 
the Heroes. Murzuphle fled with his Trea- 

{ures, 
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ſures, abandoning: the City, which was 
takenthe 12th. of April, 1204, ©. 
The Princes, and othet Lords, reſolved to 
chooſe an Emperor amongſt them : The 
Earl of Flaxders, with the Count of St. Paul, 
named F7ve, to give their a : The 
Marquis of Montferrat, and the Earl of $4- 
v6y, other five : The Yenetians chooſing 
the like Number : In all, 15 Voyces. The 
Plurality were for Bal/dwyn. This Prince 
was very powerful, and a Great Souldier ; 
of which he had given many $509ts, in the 
Siege: He was Uncle, by the Mothers Side, 
to Lewis, deſign*d Succeſſor tq Philip the 
Auguft, King of France. He was Crown'd 
by Thomaſo Moroſini, newly created Patri- 
arch of Conſtantinople, Boniface, Marquis 
of Montferrat, had from young Alexis, for 
a Recompence, the Ifland of Cand/a; which 
he ſold the Yereriens, for a great'Sum of 
Money, and was nevertheleis made King 
of Theſſaly. Godfry, Lord of Champagn, was 
made Duke of Athens,and Prince of Achaia; 
John, Earl of Brjenne, was ſometime after 
made King of Ter»ſalem. Baldwin had 
ſcarcely poſſeſt this new Dignity a Year, 
before.he went to Beliege Adrianople, three 
Days Journey from him, and poſlelſt by 
his Enemies, who very much annoyed him.

and that the News was all true; beheving 
they ſhould reap both Honour and Profit, 
by Fomenting the Hopes of their Party : 
And this being a: Point of ſo much Impor- 
tance, the Conſpirators ſent _into. Flanders 
to the Dutcheſs Dowager, to know of her, 
when ſhe thought fit that Rzchard Duke of 
York ſhould paſs over into Exgland, that 
they might the ſooner Advertiſe their 
Friends, and have them ready to give him 
all neceſſary Aſſiſtance. 
Sir Robert Clifford, and William Barklay, 
were deputed for this, by the general Con- 
ſent of the reſt ; They gave the Dutcheſs 
Margaret an account what the Creatures 
and Favourers of this New Duke had a- 
greed to do, which gave her an extream 
pleaſure: She aſſured them, all that had 
been advantagiouſly diſcouried of Richard 
Duke of Tork, was really ſo, ſhewing them 
the I-poftor, who Counterteited the Per- 
ſonof Richard to a wonder : Then ſhe ex- 
tolPd his Vertues to the Skies, and made 
admirable Report of his Princely Inclina- 
tions, which were to imitate the Actions 
of his glorious Anceſtors. When Clifford 
had ſeert the Youth, he really believed him 
of the Blood Royal, and ſo writ to his Cor- 
reſpondents in Exgland: And the better to 
make himſelf be ty he aſſured amy 
2 
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he peytetly remembred his Face. ' After 
the delivery of theſe Letters , they con- 
trived a new Motave, to excite the People 
to favour their Party : They aſfured them 
nothing could be more True, than the 
News of Richard Duke of Tork ;' and this 
they ſo cunningly ſpread, that no Author 
could be produced tor the Report. 

The King perceiving theſe Deceits, not 
to diminiſh in the Peoples minds, thought 
himſelfabſolutely obliged to provide forthe 
Publick Safety, in which his own Intereſt 
was ſo deeply ingaged : He knew where 
this deſign-was laid, and underſtood Cif- 
fords Secret Departure , ſending Officers 
with ſome choſen Men, and approved Soul- 
diers, to the Sea-Coaſts, for the preventing 
any Mens Landing in, or going out of the 
Kingdom, except with good Patles, and to 
hlader all great Aſſemblies. For the better 
diſabuſing the Exgliſþ from their falfe opi- 
nions, he ſent his ſubtleſt Spies through all 
the Towns of Flaxders, to underſtand the 
Birth and Original of this Counterfeit, pro- 
miling large Recompence to thoſe -that 
could diſcover it ; Writing; to his Friends 
on the {ame SubjeCEt. ' Theſe Emiffaries 
exactly obeyed their Orders, ſome of them 
coming to 7 orzay, tound the falſe Richard 
was Born there, of the Meaneſt of the 

People, 
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People, his name being Perer Warbeck, of . 
which they brought very authentick At- 
teftations. ” | 

Upon this the King ſent a ſolemn Em- 
baſſy to young Earl'Phzlip in Flanders, of 
which Sir Edward Poinings , and William 
Warham, Dr. of Laws, were chief :- The 
lattgr of theſe was alſo a Church-man, : of 
extraordinary Parts: and Modeſty : - He 
made a Speech to'the Lords of the Young 
Princes Counſel, who was not of Ape yet 
to take the Government upon himſelf. - He 
laid the impiouſneſs of the Impoſtor -before 
them, putting them in mind of the like 4 0 
pening in their Country, about 250 years be- 
fore, in the time of their Counteſs Jane : 
Likewiſe telling them, that the Effets of the 
Kijng his Maſters Friendſhip, to Maximulian, 
Father of the Prince, in the War of France, 
fhould not be ſo quickly blotted out of their 
memory ; ſharply refletting on the Condytt of 
the Dutcheſs Margaret, who brought forth in 
her elder Tears, not a Child at nine Months, 
but a Prodigy of nine ſcore Months old. The 
Councel, after a long Debare, reply*d, That 
to gratifie the Kjng, © their Earl would give 
no Aſſiſtance to Perkin ;' But for the Dutcheſs 
Dowager, She was Miſtreſs of her Joyn 
wy her Actions I oo they _ 222} 
preſcribe," nor forbid her mny thing.” 
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Ambailadors being return'd, Herry ſent 
divers Emiſlaries; ſome to diſcover the 
Namesof the Conſpirators, by feigning to 
enter into the deſign.; others to endeavour 
the perſuading Sir Robert Clifford, and W;1- 
liam Barklay to return, with the aſſurance 
of their Pardon. Clifford was 'prevailed 
on; but Barklay continued obſtinate , not 
returning till two Years after, and till he 
was certain of the Kings Mercy. Some of 
the Kings Meſſengers came back, after ha- 
ving dilcovered many of the Conſpirators : 

ers ſ{taid longer, to accompany Clifford, 
whole coming home, ſo much diſcounte- 
panced the Plotters, that they knew not 
whom to truſt. 

The King being informed, who ſeveral of 
the Confpirators were, cauſed them to be 
Seized and Committed to Priſon in London; 
the Chief were John Ratclif , Lord Fitz- 
Walter, Sir Simon Montfort, and Sir Tho- 
mas I hwaites, Knights ; William Dawbeney, 
Robert Ratclif, Richard Lacy, with divers 
others : Some Prieſts : William Richeford 
and Thomas Ponys, Dominican Fryers ; 
William Sutton, Robert Laybourn, and Wil- 
liam Wor ſky Dean of St. Panls. The reſt 
their prattiſes were diſcovered,fled 
leveral places of Refuge: They were 
Condemned as Traytors, but only thele

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Principal were Beheaded, Robert Ratelif, 
William Dawbeney, and Simon Montfort. 
Tohn Ratclif, Lord Fitzwelter, was carried 
to Calais, where for endeavouring to make 
his Eſcape , he loſt his Head likewiſe : 
The reſt the King Pardoned. _ 

Not long after Sir Robert Clifford Ar- 
rived , and the King choſe to ſpeak with 
him in the Tower, that in caſe he accuſed 
any, Great Men about his Perſon, he might 
ſecure them there. Much diſcourſe there 
was touching Cliffords Conduct ; ſome 
thought him all along to have been 1m» 
ploy*d by the King, to diſcover the reſt. 
This was occaſioned by the ready obtaining 
his Pardon, and his Return made him e- 
qually decry'd by both Parties ; his Friends 
believing him a Cheat, but the ſmall con- 
ſideration the King had of him generally, 
convinced People, he aCted as he thought, 
through his Inclination to the Houſe of 
York, being deceived into the perſuaſion it 
was the true Prince. . He threw himſelf at 
the Kings Feet , giving an account what 
paſſed in Flanders, and naming amongſt 
his Accomplices Sir William Stanley : It 
much aſtoniſhed the King , he being his 
Lord Chamberlain , to whom he truſted 
his moſt Important Afﬀairs, and who had 
gain'd him the Crown, which was wore 
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Dy his aſſiftance, in the Battel againſt Rzch, 
the Third, the Uſurper. Clifford pretending 
toknow his] will to the King, from the be- 
g1nning, he having declared, He world ne- 
ver vear Arms againſt that Toung Man , if 
he were convinced he was the Son of Kyng 
Edward. Polydore Virgil ſays, his Reſent- 
ment proceeded from his not being reward- 
ed, as he thought he had deſerved to be. Be- 
neficium poſt hominum memoriam Maximum, 
per quod Henr icus a periculo vite liberat uns ,con- 
fervatuſque Regnum fibi queſtvit. For when 
the King was over-power'd at the Battel of 
Boſworth, and like to be torn in pieces by 
that Squadron where his Enemy Richard 
was ; Sir Wlliam Stanly, by order of his 
Brother Thomas, who Commanded the Re- 
ſerve, effeQually helping where he found 
moſt need, charging Richard, he diſingaged 
the King, and gave him the Victory. 

. Theſe Conſiderations made him in ſome 
ſuſpcnce, but the conſequence of the Ex- 
ample prevaiPd , and he was Beheaded as 
the reſt were: The King was under a neceſ: 
ſity to,uſe that Rigour, for hindring the In-

The Iriſþ more than ever perſiſting in 
their raſh unadviſedneſs, it was reſolved to 
endeavour to cruſh thoſe Seeds of Sedition 
Perkin had ſown amongſt them, the pre- 
cedent Years ; For which Intent, the King 
ſent Hepry Denny Abbot of Langton, a 
Wiſe and Contriving Man, whom he de- 
ſigned to make Chancellor of that King- 
dom , making Sir Edward Poynings, his 
Colleague, who was to command the Army. 
Theſe two Perſons repreſenting the twg 
Arms of Juſtice - one holding the Scales, 
the other the Sword ; ſhewing above the 
Cheats of an Impoſtor, the Majeſty of a 
 Lawful King, Non ſolum Armis decoratam, 
ſed & Legibus armatam.

The 
Perſon he'inſtrutted with his Orders, frighted 
with the Boryoh of rhe Crime;obey'# but half his 
Inſtruitons + For after he had taken away my 
Brother®s, ſparing" my life, he ſuffered a faith: 
ful Servant to convey me out of the Kingdom, 
who left me not till I was paſt all danger. = 
theſe Methods my Uncle Richard ſeized rhe 


Crown, 
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Crown, 4s if it had been the Reward of his 
Crimes, whilſt I ( after this Deliverance) 
wandring about the World, almoſt forgot why 
Iwas. At laſt coming to my Aunt Margaret, 
Widow of that moſt excellent Prince,Charles, 
late Duke of Burgundy ; ſbe recerved me 
with unſpeakable joy, 45 riſen from the dead : 
But that Princeſs having only her Joynture in 
Flanders, and not able to affiſt me with Force 
enough, for the recovery of my Kjngdom, | 
have been conſtrained to have Recourſe to 0- 
ther Princes; And by her advice, I am come 
to Tour Majeſty, though ſflenderly accompany- 
ed: Tet knowing your Princely Generoſity, 
which has filled the World with your Glory ; 
particularly for your Inciination to proteti 
the Unhappy, Diſpoſſeſſed of their Rights; 
who becoming Objetts of the Cruelty of wick- 
ed Men, are fo much the greater of Tour Roy- 
al Clemency. T his encourages me, to implore 
Tour Majeſty's Aſſiſtance, for this Unhappy 
Prince here before You, for the Recovery of 
his antient Kjinodow: And. 1 aſſure you, 
T and my Succeſſors will ſo acknowledge Tour 
Majeſty's Grace and Favour, that this Crown 
will not repent the Kjndneſs ; though, to ſay 
truly, it ic above all we can do, to expreſs our 
Gratitude as we ought. 


King James anſier'd his Speech very ct- 
villy, 
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villy, exhorting him to take Courage; aud 
allure himſelf, he ſhould not repent hus 
coming thither. He Aſſembled his Coun- © 
cil, who were much divided in their O- 
 pinions ;. ſome taking him for an Impoſeor 5 
others (whoſe Advice prevailed) affirming, 
that if he were the true Duke of Tork, both 
He and all his Poſterity muſt acknowledge 
this Favour, and for it, be obliged to Scor- 
land: Or although he ſhould prove a 
Counterfeit, -this Pretence of War would 
.make the Engliſh treat with more inclina- 
tion, to grant what they deſired, for the 
diſ-engaging the Scots from his Intereſt. 
This laſt Advice was followed by the Kaze, 
who ſhewed Perk:iz extraordinary Reſpedts, 
_ ſtiling him Highneſs, and Duke of York : 
And to advance his Credit, he married him 
to his Kinſwoman Katharine, Daughter of 
Alexander Earl of Huntley; a Ladyrot in- 
.comparable Beauty and:Vertue, whole, O- 
bedience to the K/zng, rather than the Am, 
bition of having her Head Crowned one 
day with.a Royal Diadem, o're-came the 
Repugnance ſhe had in her Heart, to mar- 
ry a Man ſo unknown, whom many called 
.an Impoſtor. The Motives which perſwaded 
the Kzzg to this Match, were for a {pecious 
Pretext of War, and breaking the Truce 
with the Ezelib ; He being by this oder 

| g 
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ged to proteCt his new Kinſman and Ally, 
without being accounted raſh1n his Afiſt. 
ance, if the Deceit ſhould be diſcovered- 
for this Marriage muſt needs perſwade the 
World, he thought him the true Duke of 
Tork. 

King James ratſed Men, and formed an 
Army ; which, you will ſippoſe, gave the 
Impoſtor great'Satisfaction. And now his 
Senſes were charmed with the Sound of 


'War-like Muſick; as well as with the ſof- 
ter Concerts 'of his Wedding. Comrriers 


were ſent into England, to obſerve what 


-Preparations were making for Reſiſtance. 


But all being quiet ; the Scotch Army, with 
their 'Kzng at the Head, entred Northum- 
berland; where' they pillaged, burnt, ra- 


iſhed, and killed, ſparing ' neither Age 


nor- Sex; \- behaving themſelves, without 


- Humanity : Till'the Soldiers, laden with 


Plunder, refuſed to March further, preten- 
ding no Engliſh joyned them. The Coun- 
terfeit Richard,” one day hearing the Crys 


of the poor plunder'd Engliſh, ſeemed much 


afflicted; ſaying, Oh! how wretched am I, 
and my Heart as hard as Steel, 'not to be trou- 


Bled at the Miſery of my People !- lntreat- 


ing the K/ng, to prevent the Cruelty of the 


"Soldiers, and not ſuffer them to deftroy his 
unhappy Country ; feigning great Com- 


milſera- 
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miſeration and Tenderneſs : Who anſwe- 


ſelf with his own Aﬀairs, and not with other 
Mexs ; calling England hzs Country and Peo- 
ple ; where none came to his Aſſuſtance, though 
a War was undertaken for his Cauſe. Yo 
chiding this Mock-King's Diſſimulation,and 
changing from that time, his Reſpect trohim; 
Negle&ing, and contemning him, when he 
found neither his Actions, nor the Event of 
things, correſpond with his tormer Promi- 
es. 

King Henry prepared to meet, and repell 
the Scotch-Men, at the News of this their 
Cruelty and Infidelity ; when the Lords on 
the Marches, informed him of theirRetreat; 
They having done the beſt they could,by In- 
trenching & Fortifying themſelves, with an 
Intent,as they did,by their frequent A/larms - 
and Skirmiſhes, to waſt and tire out the E- 
nemy. Juſt before this Advice,he Summons 
a Parliament at London, where ſeveral good 
Laws were made, for the Publick Safety : 
But Money being the Sinews of War, they 
concluded on the Methods of raiſing 1t. 
Gzles Lord Dawhbeney, who was Gener al of 
the Army, had Orders to begin his March 
for the Frontiers of Scotland : But he had 
ſcarce ſet forward, when the Corniſh Men 


took up Arms, alledging for their Pretence 
: H greal 


red him very coldly ; He might concern hym- _ 
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great Taxes laidon them (as they ſaid) for 
an Inconſiderable Scotch-War, which was 
ended already ; when indeed it was but 
juſt begun : And then their Barren Land, 
and hard Labour of Mineing, making them 
Incapable to pay them. Thomas Flammack, 
a Country-Lawyer, and Michael Toſeph a 
Farrier, two bold Fellows, being at the 
Head of the Rebels, they Marched to- 
ward London, and demanded the Heads 
of Fohn Morton, Arch-Biſhop of Canterbs- 
ry, and Sir Reynald Bray,both Privy-Coun- 
ſellors; And at Wells, they were Joyned 
by James Twichet, Lord Awaley, an41 ſome 
other Gentlemen. King Hepry conſider- 
ing theſe Troubles ſhould be firſt appealed, 
re:alled the Lord Dawberey, with his Ar- 
my, ſending Thomas Howard, Earl of Sur- 
ry, 1n his ſtead, a moſt experienced Soul- 
dier ; To whom he had given his Lite and 
Liberty, after the Famous Battle of Byf- 
worth-Field, which he had won of Richard 
the Uſurper ; afterwards honouring him 
with the Office of Lord High Treaſurer of 
Ezgland, upon the Death of fohx Lord Din- 
ham. This Earls Commands were, to raiſe 
what Men he could, , about the County ot 
Darham, and oppoſe the Incurſiogs of the 
Scots, till Giles Lord Dawbeney ſhould have 
Diſtpated, and Chaſtized the Rebels of 


Corn- 
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Cornwall, and Joyn'd him with his Army. 
Polydore Virgil Names the Lords, and the 
Gentlemen, who met the Royal Army, © 
commanded by Dawberey, increaſing it 
with their Tennagnts. 

About this time,Charles the 85. of France, 
ſent an Ambaſſador to give the King an Ac- 
count of his Conquering the Kingdom of 
Naples, and to renew his Allyance with 
England : Henry ſent ſome Lords to meet 
them, ſo ſoon as he knew they were arrived 
at Calazs, and allo to amuſe them at Dover, 
that they might not underſtand the. Revolt 
in the Weſt, till it was ſuppreſt : in which 
he was exaQtly obey'd. 

In the mean time, the Rebels decamped 
from Wells, Marched to Salisbary, and 10 
to Canterbury, hoping thoſe People would 
Joyn with them ; but they were much de- 
ceived ; for they found them Armed, and 
ready to oppoſe them ; being Command- 
ed by George Earl of Kent, and John Lord 
Brook, with Fifteen or Sixteen other Lords. 
The Reſolution, and Fidelity, of theſe Men, | 
ſo aſtomiſht the Rebels Army, that ma- 
ny abandoned them, Running from their 
Camp in the Night: But they were too far 
advanced for a Retreat ; ſo continued their 
March to Black-Heath, near London ; where 


they drew up themſelves, in Order to 2 
H 2 Battle, 


- 


Battle, upon the Hill. Thither, the Kins 
ſent, Henry Bourcheir Earl of Eſſex, Eg. 
und dela Pool Earl of Suffolk. Sir Richard 
| Thomas, and Sir Humphrey Stanly, all Great 
Souldiers, with detached Parties, to en- 
compaſs them, and hinder their Flight; 
whilſt he Marclit itreight ro charge them, 
with Dawbexey, tollowed by the belt Men 
of his Army : Commanding, Sir Rzchard 
Thomas, to attack them, at the ſame time, 
from his Poſt ; which was fo vigouroully 
executed, that notwithſtanding all their re. 
ſiſtance, the Rebels were broken and loſt 
Two Thouſand Men, beſides valt Numbers 
of Priſoners ; the King miſſing but Three 
Hundred : He pardon'd thole wretched 
People, only making their Chiets, Exam- 
ples ; among whom was the Lord Aualey, 
who was drawn from Newgate to T ower- 
Hill, and there beheaded ; Thomas Flam- 
moct, and Michael Joſeph, were Hanged 
and Quarter'd, and their Heads and Limbs 
ſet up in Lozdop, and ſeveral places of 
Corpwall, tor the Terror and Example of 
others. They admired the Conftancy of 
Michael the Smith, who contented himſelf, 
that he ſhould always be talked of : 4 Deo 
(lays. Polydore) Medios ac infimos viros, pe- 
rinde ut Summos, Glorie cupiditas incendlt. 
The Scotch Kzng, taking Advantage by 
theſc 
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theſe Diſorders, entred the County of Dur- 
ham,giving his Men all manner of Licence: 
With ſome of his Troops he Belieged Vor- 
ham, a Caſtle of Great Importance, on 
thoſe Frontiers ; into which Ryichard Fox, 
the Vigilant Biſhop of D»rham, had put a 
ſtrong Garriſon, and well fortitied the 
Place, having foreſeen the Siege : He then 
advertiſed Thomas Earl of Szrry, who had 
already raiſed a conſiderable Army in Tork- 
ſhire ; and hearing the diſtreſs that Nor- 
ham was in, he Marched with all ſpees!, 
having a Great number of Gentlemen, and 
Knights with him, and a Body of neat 
Twenty Thouſznd Men, beſides a confide- 
rable Fleet at Sea. King James informed 
of his Advancing, being within Two Days 
March, Haſtily raifed his Siege, and re- 
tired into Scotland, where he was follow- 
ed by the Earl; whobeing in the Enemies 
Country, plundred all he could and took 
ſeveral Towns: Burt having no oppor- 
tunity to furniſh himſelf with Proviſions, 
he returned into the County of Durham. 
During the War, about this time, Pe- 
ter Hyalzs, a wiſe and prudent Man, came 
Ambaſſador, and Mediator from Ferdinand, 
and 1/abella of Spain, a molt Incomparable 
Princeſs. King Hezry appointed for Is 
Ambaſſador, Richard Biſhop of Durham, 
H 3 who 
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who was near the Place of Treaty ; where 
they met theKing of Scorlands Privy Coun- 
ſellors, and treated of the Conditions of 
Peace. The greateſt difficulty aroſe con- 
cerning Perkin Warbeck; Henry Poſitively 
rfiſting, to have him delivered up, as 
being the Diſturber of his Kindgoms Peace, 
and the Occaſion of ſo many Rebellions. 
The King of Scotland could not in Honour, 
yeild to deliver up a Man to Death, whom 
he had raiſed, and made his Kinſman. So, 
at laſt, it was agreed, that he ſhould quit 
his Intereſt, and command him our of his 
Dominions. Theſe Articles were agreed on, 
and a Peace was made between them in the 
Year, 1498, Heyry King of England, ſent 
home this Spaniſh Ambaſſador, Loaden 
with Preſents, and with great Thanks to 
his King and Queen. | 
" Then was the Marriage projected of 
Prince Arthur, the Kings Bdeſt Son, and 
Katharine the Infanta, afterwards Marryed 
to Hepry the VIII. his Second Son ; whole 
Famous Divorce;' cauſed ſo many Revoluti- 
ons in the Kingdom. About the ſame time, 
King Henry Received two other Embaſſies ; 
One, from the Kingof Fraxce ; the Other, 
from Prince Philip, Earl of Flanders, Son 
to the Emperour Maximilay, who renew- 
ed his Alliance with Him, The King of 
- _= FE "F.* © Seotland 
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Scotland exaftly obſerved the Articles of 
Peace, touching Perkiz Warbeck ; being 
wholly diſabuſed concerning him. He ſent 
for him, and told him 1n ſhort, what he 
had done in his Favour ; but he found him- 
ſelf obliged to conclude a Peace with England ; 
and now was po longer in Circumſtances togive 
him aſſiſtance, or allow him his Court for a Re. 
treat : Therefore, adviſed him to retire, and 
hope a better Fortune, Though this was a 
Fatal Blow to Warbeck,it came not unfore- 
ſeen by him, who wantednot Underſtand- 
ing, but extreamly thanked the Kzzg ; al. 
ſuring him, he could never acknowledge 
his Favours as he ought, and deſired ac- 
quieſcing in his Orders. 

Afrer this, with his Wife he went for 
Ireland, with Intention either to go for 
Flanders, to his Annt ; or head the Cornifh 
Malecontents : But reſolving on the latfer, 
he found the Minds of thoſe People, irrita- 
ted by their Loſles,and eaſily engaged them 
to Mutiny, He then gave out his Commiſh- 
ons, and Formed his Army, with Delign 
to fſurprize ſome conliderable Towns ; 
which might ferve for a Refuge, in caſe of 
ill Succeſs. With this intent, he Belieged 
Exeter, uſing all Endeavours, to carry 1t 
by Affault, and trying to ſeize the Gates 3 
far Petards nor Rams were not then inUlſc 3 
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he brought Great Stones, and Axes, in. 
ſtead of thoſe Engins ; which not taking 
eficct, he employ'd Fire; and heaping 
W ood againſt the Gates, indeavoured to 
burn them : The Beſieged uſed the ſame 
Expectent,Fireing great quantity ot Wood, 
within their Gates; ; by Flames preventing 
their Danger by Tire. He then raiſed his 
Scaling Ladders, and commandec! the Ar: L 
rack to be made, which was better repul- 0 
{ed, many of his Men being lett dead un- -

der the Walls, the very Women throwing 
Stones, and Scalding Water on the Bc- 
liegers. 

King Henry being Informed, what Dan- 
ger the Beſieged were in, advanced with 
great Marches to their Aſſiſtance ; ſending 
Detached Partys, to declare His Coming, 
In the mean time, ſeveral Men of Quality 
g0t into the City, with lupplycs. Among| Tit 
whom, was Edward Courtney, Earl of De- 
vonſhire, and ſeveral of his Family : : Peter 
Edzcomb and William St. Maure and other 
Men of Noto: This extreamly perplexcd 
Perkiz ; he could not cover his Men in any 
irons Plac ce;who for the moſt part of them, 
were ill provided of Armes, as wel! Ofn- 
live as Defenſive ; and conſidering he was 
not able to reſiſt {o Powerful Enemies, 
25 Were advancing towards him ; he _ 

| rng 
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the Siege, and Marched to Taunton ; where 
he Muiter'd his Men, and drew them up 
in Battalia ; of which the. Azzg hearing, di- 
rected his March that way ; many Lords 
Joyning Him, and giving Demonitrations 
of their Zeal, to expreſs and Signalize their 
Loyalty on that Occaſion. The Kzng Com- 
manded my Lord Breok, my Lord Dawbe- 
ney, and Sir Richard T homas, with a Party 
of choſen detached Men, to begin the 
Charge ; but both his Orders, and their 
Reſolutions were needleſs : For Warbeck, 
through his own Natural Cowardize, or 
believing himſelt betray'd, ran away, and 
left his Army ; flying into the Monaſtery 
of Beaulieu. His Officers ſeeing themſelves 
abandonned, loſt their Reſolution, and try- 
ed to fave themſelves by Flight. The 
wretched Multitude, being lett without a 
Head, knew not what to do ; whether to 
reſolve to dye Fighting, or to Implore the 
Rings Mercy : But . chooling the latter, 
they threw down their Armes, and on their 
Knees, begged Pardon; which the Kzng 
granted them : Fer certainly, if their Ot- 
ficers had not left them, it would have coſt 
him very dear,they being reſolved to over. 
come or dye. Partyes of Light-Horle were 
ſent every way, for the Apprehenſion of 
Warbeck, and the Chief of his Gang: But 
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though they miſled him, they took moſt of 


the 'others his Accomplices : Some of rhe 
Searchers found Katharine Huntley, Wife 
of Perkin, with her Women ; Her they 
brought to the Kzng ; who was much ſur- 
prized to ſee {o Beautiful a Lady ; extream. 
ly pittying her Misfortune : And confider- 
ing ſuch a Noble Prize, was not fit to be 
the Souldiers Prey, bur worthy an Empe- 
ror ; He ſent her to Londoz, 4 he pre- 
ſented to the Queen this untortunate Lady, 
fo unhappily Sacrifticed to the Humour, or 
Intereſts of the Kzzg her Uncle : & Match't 
toa Villain, and Impoſtor, inſtead of a Le- 
g1timate Prince, whom ſhe juſtly Meritecy 
and not the extream Griet, of ſecing this 
Counterteit, her Husband, ſuffer the de- 
ſerved Reproaches,and Calumny, of the Ba- 
{cit Profligates. 

The Kz»e Encompaſt the Monaſtery of 
Beaulieu, with his Army, for the better 
{ſecuring Perkin : Not being willing to Vi- 

olate the Sanctuary; he himfelt having been 

; Protected the ſame manner in Bretagy, 
when Rzchard the Ulſurper, demanded 
him. Beſides, ſuch was the Cuſtome of thoſe 
days. Wherefore, he ſent him word. by the 
Religious Men of the Monaſtery, that he 
would ſpare his Life; afſuring him of his 
Clemency : yet nevertheleſs, at _ 
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he beheaded ſeveral of the Principal Rebels, 


puniſhing many of the reſt, which were 
taken in their Flight ; thanking that City- 
for their Zeal and Fidelity. With War- 
beck in his Power, he return'd for London, 
where the People, in Multitudes, Flock't 
to ſee Perkin, with aſtoniſhment ; admi- 
ring, that a Forreigner, of ſo mean Birth, 
ſhould undertake by his 'Impoſtures, the 
Qyerthrow of ſo great a Kingdome; and 

r{wade ſo many Princes, Lords, and 
People, (to the Deſtruction of many) of 
the Truth of thoſe Faiſehoods, he till then 
{pread abroad, both of his Perſon and Birth. 


There 1s no doubt, but that the Kzz 
kept him cloſe Priſoner, and juſtly puniſh't 
thoſe remarkable Rebels of Cornwall, Devon, 
and Sommerſetſhire ; for which Service, he 
ſent Thomas Lord Darcy, Sir Anyas Paw- 
let, and Robert Sherburn Dean of St. Pauls, 
with his Commiſſion into the Weſt, where 
they ſoundlyFined, & Amerced every one, 
that had Aſſiſted or Favoured the Rebels,be- . 
fore or after their Defeat at Black-heath:But 
yet with conſideration of ſuch Perſons, who 
either through Fear, or by Force were com- 
pelPd to do it. 

There happened about this time, a Quar- 
rel þetween the Engliſh and Scorch, _ 
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had like to have renewed the War. Some 
Scotch were obſerved to walk under the 
Walls of Norham, which a little before 
they had Beſicged ; and-the next day do- 
ing it again, the Ezgliſh Garriſon, tearing 
they had ſome Deſign, ſent out to know 
their Reaſons, and whether they came 
not as Spies, From Words, they foon came 
to Blaws; which put the Scorch, who 
were tewer in Number, to Flight, leaving 
ſeveral Dead on the Place. ' Ar this, the 
King of Scorland was incenſe:!, demanding 
the Violacers of the Peace, in his Letters, 
where he highly complain'd of them. The 
King of Ezzland tryed to appeale Him, 
prom1!1nz exemplary Puniſhment on the 
Azuiciiors. Richard Fox, Biſhop of Dur- 
ham, (bcing extreamly diſpleaſed, that the 
Garriſon he had placed there, ſhould give 
Occaſion of Variance, between thoſe two 
Monarchs, who with ſo great Difhculty, 
were brought to an Accord, ſent his Let- 
ters to King James ; afluring him, he might 
expect all poſſible Satisfaction. This Prince, 
who very much eſteemed him, honoured 
him with an Anſwer, and an Invitation to 
came, and diſcourſe of Matters. The Bt- 
ſhop immediately informed the King, his 
Maſter; who permitted him to go. It 


wes 1n this Viſit, that King James told him, .

If He did not fear a Denyal, he would agk the Pzin- 
ceſs Margaret, his Maſter's Eldeſt Daughter,' in 
Parriage. The Biſhop encouraged his Hopes, 
undertaking to ſound the Afﬀair, without 
ingaging His Honour in it. King Henry 
rejoyced at the Overture, and accepted it 
with all His Heart. It was from this Mar- 
riage of the Princels Margaret, to James 
the Fourth King of Scotland, that James the 
Sixth of Scotland, and fince King of Erg- 
land, as next Heir, Inherited the Crown 
of England, after the Death of Queen E!:- 
zabeth, 1n the Year 1603. 


Now, we will declare the Cataſtrophe, 
and Death of the Impoſtor Perkiz ; toge- 
ther with that of the Unfortunate Prince 
Edward, Earl of Warwick. 

Warbeck's Turbulent Spirit, 11] brooking 
ſo ſtrait an Impriſonment, endeavoured to 
make his Eſcape; and finding his Guards 
to abate ſomething of their firſt ſtritnels, 
got out of Priſon, directing his Flight to- 
wards the Sca-ſide, for Shipping oft pri- 
vately ; which in Exgland, after Procla- 
mation to the contrary, is very difficult. 
He was quickly miſs'd, and every way 
purſued : He carefully watching, hid him- 
ſelf in Ditches, and behind the Hedges ; 
till the Horſemen that ſought him, were 


palt 


11o Perkin Warbeck: Or The 

. paſt: When deſpairing to get out of the 
Iſland, and finding himſelf reduced to the 
utmoſt Diſtreſs, he waited the Obſcurity 
of the Night, and got to a Monaſtery; 
where asking for the Przor, and throwi 
his Arms about his Neck, he declared his 
Misfortune. The Father touched with his 
Miſery, promiſed to ſpeak to the Kjznz ; 
which accordingly he did ; whoſe Piety 
granted his Lite, without other preſent Pu- 
niſhment ; provided he no more attempted 
to eſcape. 

The Counterfeit was then led in Chains 
to London ; where before Weſtminfter-Hall, 
he was, in a pair of Stocks, expoſed a 
whole Day, to the Scorn and Mockery 
of the People. The next day, enduring 
the ſame in the City ; where he declared 


his Parentage , the Place of his Birth, 


and all the Paſlages of his Life ; and by 
what Means he was induced to make this 
Attempt : and from thence he was con- 
veyed into the Tower. 

As for Young Edward, Earl of Warwick, 
he had been a Priſoner from his Cradle ; 
bred up out of the Sight of Men or Beaſts : 
So that he coulf not diſtinguiſh a Gooſe 
from a Hex, and incapable of doing an 
thing worthy of death: He was neverthelels 
brought to it by the Crimes of _—_— :

Promiſes of Raiſing him ro the Crown, and 
to better Fortune than Perki» Warbeck's, 
provided he would paſs for the Earl of 
Warwick, and but leave him alone to Act 
the reſt. Ambition had ſuch Charms with 
the Young Man, that he undertook it, and 
hazarded all was deſired of him. So they 
came to Canterbury, where they told their 
forged Adventure : The Fryar declaring 
how dextrouſly he had got the Earl of

Godefroy, one of the moſt 
Learned, and molt Curious Perſons of his 
Time, hrit di{covercd this Original of the 
Kings of Portugal;and thoſe Famous Twins, 
Scevola, and Lani de St. Martha, have Au 
thorized i it, in theic Genealogical Hiſtory of 
the Houſe of France. 

The Princes of this Race, have held the

dud: | by many Victories, over the Unbe- 
tevers, even beyond our Hemiſphere:

Don Sebaſtian : He ſcent him word, that rhe 
King of Portzeal was not dead ; and it he 
would come to the Iland ot Mucazer, he 
ſhould hear of hum. Muley Boabdelin came in 
great haſte, with the Envoy Xerzize ſent, 
leaving the fartheſt Part of the Province 
Hoſcore, whither he was fled, to avoid the 
Tyranny of Mzley Molzuc, generally called 
Abadelmeleck : When he Arrived, he was 
deceived by the reſemblance, as the Prin- 
cels had been.

trom her, the moſt Particular Attairs of the 
true Sebaſtian; and in thele Tranſports of

he ſaid) he might often repeat, what he had 
Practiſed with Succeſs ! The Princels inge- 
nuoufly told him, It was the {lighting Ma- 
ry of Portugal, whom he refuſed to Marry, 
tor her ſake : Beſides ({aid ſhe) that Prin- 
ceſs was very Beautiful, and Loved you much, 
as you did her, before you knew me.

This 
Prince's ſpake Latize Elegantly,underſtood 
the 5reek Tongue, was perfectly Miſtreſs 
of t!112 Mathematicks, a Great Judge of Phi- 
lo/0-5y, and Familiar 1n the Holy Scriptures, 
of 2th 7eſtaments : And with all this, was 
of a+ a1trable Innocence of Manners, and 
a Hy Lite, Of all which, the ſaid Sr 
dz Civics us the Relation.

- This Prince, whither True or Falſe, is 
uncertain, lived ſometime at Yerdars, a 
little City of Theſſaly, bearing the. Name 
of a River, winch runs by it; where 
ſeverall Lords of the Family. of the Ex- 
renoſes, took his Party : Afifted with 
whoſe Forces, he Belieged the City Serra, 
which, with its Fortrcſs, he forced to a 
Surrender. This grgat Succels exalted his 
Hopes, and gave him Courage to attempt 
 Adrianople, then Capital ot the Ortomar 
Empire ; whoſe Inhabitants had a Favo- 
rable - Opinion, both of his Perſon and 
Title; opening their Gates at his Approach, 
and ſwearing Fidelity to him. All Ro- 
magna followed their Example, and ſub- 
mitted to his Government ; yet he till 
continued his Reſidence at Yeraars. 

Sultan Amurath thinking on little, but 
his Pleaſures at Burſa, where he then kept 
his Court or Port, heard. what Progreſs 
Muſtapha had made, and ſent againſt him 
Baſſa Bajazet, with a conſiderable Army ;

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but when he came before Adrianople, this 
Trayterous Baſſas abandoned his Conſci- 
ence, and his Honour, joining with Muſts- 
ues Army ; for Recompence of which 

reaſon, he was made YV:zrier ; which is 
like Chancellor, or Prime Miniſter of State. 

Zunaites, Prince of Smyrna, who had 
been Priſoner with the Imp:ffor Muſtapha, 
in the ſtrong Fortreſs of Monemnaſia, which 
was the antient Epidaurms, armed allotor 
him. The Tarks calPd this Man Chrſones, 
He raiſed a conſiderable Body of Men, 
compoſed for the moſt part of Azapes,being 
foot, who fight with Bows and Arrows : 
Laonicius ſuppoſes theſe to have been an 
Auxiliary of Strangers{4He gave great privi- 
ledges to all thoſe, who took up Kema in his 
Favour, and that freely embraced his Party. 

Having raiſed this Army, he left Adria 
ople, and Marched ſtreight to Burſa ; and 
on the way, finding his new V:z#er, the 
Baſſas Bajazer, was conſpiring againſt him, 
he cauſed him to be Excecuted publickly, 
as a Traytor, within one days Journey 
of Burſa; Thus paying with an Ionomi- 
nous Death, his double Treaſon. 

' In the mean while, Ammnrath adviſed 
with his Baſſa's, how -he might beft de- 
fend himſelt from the Storm that threat- 
ned him.

own Afairs, and gained many great Vito:

ces was called Mzchaecl ; another, ' Mart ; 
both of the Eafter: Imperial Family ;and 
the Third, a Turk, named Avrami : From 
which Three, were deſcended the moſt 
Conſiderable Perſons then in'the Orromar- 
Empires : Still retaining. the Names of 
the Son of Michel, Mark, and. Auram: ; or 
Michalogli, Marcalogli, and Aurzmogl: ; the 
Turkiſh Pronounciation calls the .lalt Eere- 
noſopli, whom Muſtaphs had on his ſide:

- This Aﬀair was much debated in the 
Councel of, State; The Reaſons of both 
Sides : being conſidered, the Emperor de- 
clared for Muſtapha, who was his, Crea- 
ture, whom he hid begun to oblige, 
when, he was in Priſen : . And theretore 
promiſed himſelf more from his graci- 
tude, than Amurarh would ever do. This 
had great Reaſon to fright Amurath's Par- 
by and doubtleſs, had it been known, 
the greater part of his Captains would 
have declared for his Enemy : But his 
Ambaſſadors, foreſeeing the danger of 
ſuch a Report, returned with ſpeed at-
